WHERE SHALL THE 
- LAKE WATER FLOW? 


The city of Chicago for many years 
used Lake Michigan both as a source 
of water supply and as a repository 
for sewage. In course of time the 
practice became dangerous to the pub 
lie health, and the city officials hit on 
an ingenious plan to stop the further 
pollution of the lake waters. They 
dredged out the channel of the Chica¬ 
go River and dug through ffie low wa¬ 
tershed between the river the Des 
Plaines, until they actually made the 
Chicago river run out of the lake in 
stead of into it. The sewage was then 
discharged into the river and so into 
the Des Plaines, the Illinois and the 
Mississippi. The success that attend- 
ed'that feat of engineering encourag¬ 
ed the project of digging a still deep¬ 
er canal across the watershed and cal 
alizing the rivers until there should 
be a channel practicable for fairsized 
craft between the lakes and the Mis¬ 
sissippi. Such a plan now awaits fa¬ 
vorable action by congress. But when 
you begin to interfere with natural 
water courses all sorts of persons, 
some of them a long way from the 
scene of operation are likely to be af- 
fected and then comes the exceeding- 
ly complex and difficult question just 
what are the water rights of the peo¬ 
ple who live here and there upon the 
banks. The people of Canada are much 
disturbed by the drainage commission¬ 
ers’ end canal advocates’ activities at 
the lower end of Lake Michigan. 
Through the British Ambassador the 
Canadian government has protested to 
Secretary Hughes against any further 
diversion of the lake waters to the 
Mississippi and even against the pre¬ 
sent diversion of water through the 
drainage canal. It is the Canadian 
contention that the level of the lower 
lakes, of the Welland and the Sault 
Sainte Marie Canal and of the St. 
Lawrence river has already been con¬ 
siderably lowered to the great impe¬ 
diment of navigation in those waters. 
They fear that any further diversion 
of water would make the Welland 
canal and the Lachine Canal near 
Montreal almost useless and danger¬ 
ously diminish the flow available for 
water power at Niagara Falls and 
elsewhere. How serious the condi¬ 
tions are now we do not know; they 
are probably tolerable, but the uneasi¬ 
ness of the Canadians is not unreason¬ 
able. Engineers are clever fellows, 
and if they had their way, could easi¬ 
ly draw most of the water of the up¬ 
per lakes into the Mississippi instead 
of letting it run down to the Niagara 
and the St. Lawrence. The. national 
government, interested in maintaining 
harbor levels along the lakes, has al¬ 
ready had the city of Chicago enjoin¬ 
ed from using any more water in its 
drainage canal; the case is still sub 
judice in the Supreme Court. If the 
city wins, there may be a diplomatic 
issue of some importance between Ca¬ 
nada and the United States. 


Premier Greenfield and Attorney- 
General Brownleejiave returned from 
Ottawa after negotiations with the 
Dominion authorities regarding the 
transference of the natural resour.es 
of the province to provincial control. 
The provincial ministers accepted the 
offer made by Premier King in 1922 of 
settlement on the basis of an account¬ 
ing from 1905, subject to the provisi¬ 
on that if, when negotiations are re¬ 
sumed shortly after the close of the 
session at Ottawa, when the dominion 
government will be free to devote ne¬ 
cessary time for a full discussion of 
the question, an agreement can be ar¬ 
rived at satisfactory to both govern¬ 
ments that will avoid the expense and 
delay of a detailed accounting the ac¬ 
ceptance of the accounting by the pro¬ 
vince may be waived. 


Alberta will spend $3,500,000 for 
good roads this year, according to an 
announcement made by Hon. A. Ross. 


Puttering conveys to most people 
the idea of dawdling; a putterer is re¬ 
garded as a person who spends more 
time than is necessary on trifling and 
unimportant tasks and delays as much 
as possible attacking the more difficult 
and essential things. Yet not all put- 
terers are dawdlers, nor is all putter¬ 
ing quite such a waste of time as it 
appears to an unsympathetic observer. 
People’s minds do not all work in the 
same way, are not all stimulated to 
activity by operations of the same 
sort. Those enviable persons whose 
processes pf thought are always clear, 
orderly and logical do not putter. If 
they work in the garden they proceed 
in a methodical manner with their dig¬ 
ging or their planting or their prun¬ 
ing. If they ocupy themselves with 
tasks of a mechanical nature, they do 
not turn from one half completed job 
to another; they stick at one thing un¬ 
til it is finished. Whatever they do, 
they like to clean the work up, make 
an end of it, get it out of the way and 
not have to be bothered with it again. 
But the putterer has no such interest 
or ambition. Whether he is aware of 
it or not, his puttering is often but a 
means to an end. He does his garden¬ 
ing or his mechanical jobs unsystema¬ 
tically, abandoning one half-finished 
task to take up another according to 
momentary whim, usualy putting off 
the most difficult to the last. That de¬ 
sultory manner of work is not always 
to be explained as the result of indo¬ 
lence. A good marly people whom the 
clear-thinking, hard-driving workers 
stigmatize either as indolent or as 
lacking in eriergy 'have to prepare 
themselves for their harder tasks by 
puttering over the simpler ones. They 
are assembing their powers while they 
putter. They have not the swiftly or¬ 
ganizing faculty that those who are 
likely to be impatient of their lack of 
method possess, but they often do 
have a faculty of imagination that 
their critics lack; and when their 
minds are finally roused and concen¬ 
trated on a matter of keen interest to 
them they are likely to deal with it so 
effectively that those who know them 
best wonder why persons of such abi¬ 
lity are ever content to putter 

A ROYAL PORTRAIT 


His majesty’s legs in Charles Sims’ 
new portrait of King George are not 
His Majesty’s legs, but those of a stu¬ 
dent, and His Majesty never sat for 
the portrait, we are told by London 
correspondents, who report that the 
picture, now on exhibition at the Roy¬ 
al Academy, is being denounced as a 
"merciless, tasteless caricature.” One 
critic says, “It neither flatters nor re¬ 
sembles the king.” Another objects, 
"In his desire to be human, Sims has 
been unkind.” Still another carps. 
“The lower limbs in their white silk 
casings seem to be composed of such 
stuff as dreams are made of.” A 
fourth complains, "It fails to recognize 
the attractive personality of His Maj¬ 
esty. The expression of the eyes 
is that of a shortsighted man 
who has mislaid his glasses. 
The features are pal^ add un¬ 
distinguished, and the imnressional is 
that of weariness and dejection.” Ad-^ 
ditional critics declare that “the legs 
are not to be taken seriously,” that 
“the picture is not distinguished in de¬ 
sign,” that "the King seems to be al¬ 
most overwhelmed by his mantle” that 
“he seems to end at his chest and be¬ 
gin again at the knees,” and that "he 
is looking extremely uncomfortable, 
wearing an expression which none of 
us have ever, thank God, seen him 
wear in real life.” On the other hand 
the portrait has its admirers. They 
protest that “the eminent artist has 
carried out his grateful task with bril¬ 
liant success,” giving us “the most 
human royal portrait within living 
memory,” and a “splendid and digni¬ 
fied representation of King George as 
hs is.” 


A new proposal for the supply of 
Alberta coal to Ontario points has 
been made by Premier Greenfield to 
the Dominion Government. The Pre¬ 
mier suggests that 100,000 tons be 
shipped at a freight rate of $6.50 a 
ton, the shipments to be made during 
the summer months, arid the dominion 
government to absorb what loss might 
occur to the raiway on operating ex¬ 
penses over and above the freight 
rate stated. Premier Greenfield has 
embodied the proposal in a letter to 
Premier King. 


LONG DAYS AND SHORT NIGHTS 


The longest day and the shortest 
night, reckoned between the hours that 
the sun sets and rises, will be split 
among four days during this month 
for the year 1924. „ 

For four days, June 19, 20, 21, 22, 
the sun will rise and set at exactly the 
same hour ‘and minute, giving the 
same amount of sunshine each day 
and the same amount of darkness each 
night. The shortest day generally 
centres around June 20 an<j, 21 each 
year and at times ,a single ni£ht will 
be the shortest for the year. At the 
present time, the variation of daylight 
and darkness from day to day, is 
slight. On Tuesday, Wednesday and 
Thursday of this week, the hour of 
rising and setting of the sun is exact¬ 
ly the same, the sun rising at 4:23 and 
setting at 8:49, providing 17 hours and 
26 minutes of sunshine. Orr Friday, 
there will be additional two minutes 
as the sun will rise one minute earlier 
and set one minute later. 
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INTERESTING ITEMS 


The provincial jails have fewer pri¬ 
soners at present than at any time 
since 1913. On May 10 of this year 
the two provincial institutions had 189 
prisoners, compared with 735 at the 
some time in 1914. 

Although it is only eighteen years 
ago that Alberta became a province, 
its population has increased four-fold, 
while the grain yield has increased 
twenty-fold. Even at the present low 
prices the total agricultural products 
of Alberta in 1923 wetytfvorth $223,- 
000,000. 

Canada’s best customer during the 
twelve months ended April was the 
United States. The United States took 
Canadian exports in the twelve months 
to the value -of $429,255,000, an in¬ 
crease over the previous .year of $50,- 
000,000. Canada’s next best customer 
was thq United Kingdom. Exports to 
that market during the year amounted 
to $356,950,000, a decrease of $28,- 
000,000. 

One of the largest business deals in 
Alberta for several years past was 
put through by the purchase of butter 
manufacturing plant of the Edmonton 
City Dairy, by P. Burns and Co., Lim¬ 
ited, of Calgary. The amount involv¬ 
ed is about $400,000. For some time 
past the P. Burns Company have been 
developing its butter trade with the 
Orient, and it was largely owing to 
this that the Edmonton plant was pur¬ 
chased. 

E. M. Walbrfdge, of the Calgary 
Grain Exchange predicted that wheat 
would be at least 25 cents a bushel 
more this year than in 1923. “Crops 
are by no means up to the mark in 
other countries,” he remarked ,in ex¬ 
plaining his reason for making the 
statement. “The United States alone 
has fallen short of last year to the ex-

and will therefore need all that can be 
produced for domestic use.” Mr. Wal- 
bridge was asked what his estimate 
of the Alberta wheat crop would be 
this year, judging from the indica¬ 
tions at the present time. “Approxi¬ 
mately 150,000,000 bushels,” he re¬ 
plied. “Although the acreage will pos¬ 
sibly be a little larger than last year 
the yield may not be quite so large. At 
any rate, I a-m making a somewhat 
conservative estimate in mentioning 
150,000,000 bushels.” In reply to a 
further question as to the .possible in¬ 
creased price of wheat this year, Mr. 
Walbridge said that he based his fore¬ 
cast on the fact that in addition to the 
United States, Britairy France and 
Italy, all had lighter crops. “As a 
matter of fact,” he added, pointing to 
the board on the exchange, “you will 
notice that July and October options 
have already jumped about five cents 
during the past two days.”

Ninety-three million bushels less 
than last year was forecast by the de¬ 
partment of agriculture from June 1 
conditions. Winter wheat prospects 
declined by 44 million bushels in the 
month since May 1, due mainly to 
drouth, cold weather, insects and di¬ 
sease, in the principal producing 
states. Kansas prospects decline 21 
million bushels. “East of the Rocky 
Mountains it was the coldest May in 
30 years, with two exceptions—1907 
and 1917—both of which were follow¬ 
ed by cold Junes. The effect on the 
crops was marked. Favorable weather 
from now on, however, may cause 
very material ^hanges in prospects. 
Smaller crops than last year of'bate 
barley and rye were forecast, but a 
bumper crop of peaches is in prospect, 
probably the fourth largest on record. 
In the south and east the peach crop 
is larg^; in California, Colorado and 
Utah it is reported to be good, but in 
the north central states the crop is in 
poor condition ,due to frost. May wea¬ 
ther was five to six degrees below nor¬ 
mal in most of the corn-belt states, 
one to .four degrees below normal in 
the, cotton belt states ,and three de¬ 
grees or more above normat in the Pa¬ 
cific Coast states, where the month 
was . warmer than any other May on 
record, except, 1897. As a result, 
spring weather conditions were five 
per cent lower on June 1 than on that 
date during the last 30 years for which 
comparable figures are available. Oats 
showed the lowest conditions of which 
there is record, excepting 1898. 

FORTHEEJ* RANCH 

The shipment of Thoroughbreds and 
Clydes d a le H o rses o f —the— Princ e—©f- 
Wales’, arrived in High River on Sun¬ 
day morning, June 8 th, were unloaded 
and stabled here, pending the rain 
storm. On monday they were exer¬ 
cised and were taken out to the 
ranch. With the exception of Enigma, 
a three-year-old filly, dying of ship¬ 
ping fever at Winnipeg, the string ar¬ 
rived safely, a little knocked about by 
their long trip, but otherwise in good 
spirits and health. Enigma was cover¬ 
ed by insurance. Professor Carlyle 
says that the filly was taken Sick when 
it arrived at Winnipeg and was taken 
off the train there and died in two 
days. The horses which have come 
hare are Herode’s Pride, a three-year- 
old filly, who has distinguished herself 
on the racing fields of England. En¬ 
durance is a four-year-old filly, out of 
Fortifage by Forfarshire. This is the 
same strain that Yorkshire Lad was 
bred from. Miss Flint is an Irish 
horse with a good record and in addi¬ 
tion there are two other Irish fillies, 
one Clydesdale stallion and two 
Clydesdale fillies. One of these fillies 
was for J. Durno and was left at the 
Calgary stockyards for him. The 
string is completed by a young stal¬ 
lion colt, one of the Dartmoor breed. 
He is not a year old. D. E. Parkes of 
Wallingford, England, and Hugh Wil¬ 
son of Kirkcudbright, Scotland, have 
been in charge of the horses since they 
left England and the men will stay on 
the E.P. ranch most of the summer. 
The men report an uneventful trip 
though they found the train journey 
rather hard on themselves and their 
horses', some of them bearing a bruise 
or two as a result of their travels. 
Professor Carlyle said a few weeks’ 
care and pasture would soon bring the 
horses to the best of condition, as they 
were all sound and in the pink of

ITEMS OF INTEREST 


A Swiss settlement has been start-j 
ed near Cardston, in southern Alberta. 
The newcomers are already on the 
land and are considered a fine type of 
immigrant. 

The rare pelt.of a white coyote was 
sold at the recent fur auction sale held 
in Edmonton. The total realized for 
pelts was $22,000. Buffalo skins were 
offered at $65 to $75 each but there 
were few buyers. These hides came 
from the animals killed to thin out the 
Wainwright herd. 

The growing popularity of the west¬ 
ern route for grain export is indicated 
in the recent statistics announced by 
the Canadian National Railways, 
which show that since Sept. 1 and up 
to June 6 the number of cars of grain 
arriving at Vancouver over their lin¬ 
es was 16,211, as against 4,545 cars 
for the entire 1922-23 season. 

Edmonton commercial graduates 
girls’ basekroall team are now undis¬ 
puted champions of the world, having 
this spring defeated one champion 
team from Ontario and two champion 
teams from the United States. The 
team left Edmonton last week for Pa¬ 
ris, where it will participate in the 
Olympic Games, representing Canada 
in the basketball series. 

During the month of May the Cana¬ 
dian National Railways brought 1,618 
new settlers to western Canada. This 
number included 587 British, 188 
Czecho-Slovaks, 100 Germans, 411 
Scandinavians, 76 Hungarians, 63 
Jugo-Slavs, 39 Ukranians, 62 Dutch, 
35 Rumanians. Other nationalities in¬ 
cluded in varying numbers were Itali¬ 
an, French, Austrian, Polish, Russian, 
Jews and Fins. 

The new Banff-Windermere road 
ove r t he crest of t he Canadian Rockies 
from Banff westward, which was first 
opened last year, was opened for traf¬ 
fic this week, and a large number of 
tourists passed over the road from Ca¬ 
nadian and U.S. points. The national 
park resorts in Alberta are now open 
at Waterton, Banff, Lake Louise and 
Jasper, and are looking for a very 
heavy tourist season. 

J. S. Wyndham, an old-time resident 
of the Province who went in 1919 to 
the State of Maine to enter farming, 
has returned this year, to Alberta 
stating that this Province is much pre¬ 
ferable to the States and is in a Setter 
condition with respect to farming con¬ 
ditions. Mr. Wyndham is a member 
of a well known family who settled 
in the vicinity of Okotoks over 30 
years ago.. 

More Canadian wljeat is going to 
United States millers from the head 
of the lakes this year than ever before 
in spite of the 42-cent duty imposed 
recently, according to local grain of¬ 
ficials. Minneapolis, Duluth, Chicago 
and Buffalo mills have contracts ag¬ 
gregating 14,000,000 bushels now re¬ 
gistered at the head of the lakes, while 
a single concern has contracts for de¬ 
livery of 7,000,000 bushels during May 
Exporters assert that the increased 
tariff designed against Canadian 
wheat has been quite ineffective. 

Northern Alberta is furnishing a 
large number of winter feed cattle 
for the old country markets this spring 
and already several carloads have been 
sold from the Peace River and Grande 
Prairie districts, as well as numerous 
caroads from the- Edmonton district. 
The most recent shipment included a 
carload of fine looking stuff from as 
far north as Beaver Lodge, these go¬ 
ing to Britain in a shipment made 
from the Edmonton Stock Yards, 
which comprised 14 carloads. A ship¬ 
ment is also leaving shortly for Ant¬ 
werp. 

Alberta provided the bulk of wool 
sold by the Canadian Co-operative 
Wool GroweraJfcAssociation last year, 
1,062,613 pounds of the total of 2,843,- 
365 pounds of the 1923 clip coming 
from this province, according to a 
statement made by the General Mana¬ 
ger of the association. Ontario grow¬ 
ers took second place with 636,076 
pounds, followed by Manitoba-Saskat- 
chewan, 469,583; Quebec^ 108,581; Bri¬ 
tish Columbia, 82,914; Nova Scotia, 
86,709; Prinfce Edward Island, 32,103; 
and New Brunswick, 29,187 pounds. 
Sundry shipments totalled 345,599 
pounds. 

That oil exists in Alberta in com¬ 
mercial quantities and that it is only 
a matter of discovering it was the 
statement made by Prof. John A. Al¬ 
len, geologist of the University of Al¬ 
berta. He said that oil operations in 
Alberta were still only in the prospect¬ 
ive stage. Altogether in this province 
there were Jie stated .about 80,000,000 
acres of potential oil territory which 
had to be investigated, in order to be 
proved otherwise. The principal fields 
that are'being examined now are at 
Okotoks, Pouce Coupes Grande Prairie, 
Birch Lake and the Irma, Fabyan and 
Wainwright district. 

To the haunts of the giant dino¬ 
saurs of "’millions of years ago will 
lead a new trail in the course of a few 
weeks. The Bad Lands of Alberta, 
situated north of Brooks in the Red 
Deer river valley, have become very 
attractive to tourists in recent years, 
and the Calgary Good Roads Associa¬ 
tion has investigated the means of 
reaching this prehistoric research field 
and soon will have maps that will in¬ 
dicate the easiest route from Calgary. 
The Red Deer flows through an amaz¬ 
ing canyon that is said to be almost a 
replica of the famous Colorado Can¬ 
yon, with the most striking coloring of 
the banks. Here too, is fouiid wild 
cactus with the most delicate flowers 
and other things strange to Canada.

INTER ESTING news 

“So youTiave been married before, 
Mrs. Smith ” . “Yus, ma’am, three 
times; and if it pleases ’eaven to take 
this one, I know where I can lay hands 
on a fourth.”—London Mail. 

Officers and seamen from the vari¬ 
ous British battleships to visit the Pa¬ 
cific coast next month will be enter¬ 
tained in Alberta during a special trip 
which they are to take through the 
prairie provinces. 

After eight years of prohibition, ho¬ 
tels in Alberta began the sale of beer 
again recently. Six hotels in Calgary 
and seven hotels in Edmonton com¬ 
menced the sale of beer two weeks ago 
and other licenses are being granted. 

Considerable work will be undertak¬ 
en by the Provincial Department of 
Highways this year and already con¬ 
tracts have been awarded for 43 miles 
of reconstruction .work on Alberta 
main highways, forming a part of the 
1924 road-building programme. 

According to the Co-operative Wool 
Growers’ Association a large volume 
of Alberta wool is being marketed in 
Britain. Aready much of the new 
wool crop has been contracted for 
there and enquiries have been received 
for 500,000 lbs. of the western wool 
clip. Shearing is now in progress in 
southern Alberta wool camps. 

A shipment of cattle has been des¬ 
patched from central and nprthem Al- 
| berta to the United K’lngdom?which is 
expected to be the forerunner of a 
steady trade between Alberta and 
Great Britain. The cattle were care¬ 
fully selected and this initial shipment,’ 
it is hoped, will tell whether or not it 
is profitable for central Alberta farm¬ 
ers to raise cattle for the old country 
market. 


Sheridan Lawrence, who for the 
past quarter of a centudy or more has 
pioneered 400 miles north of Edmon¬ 
ton at Fort Vermilion on the Peace 
River, brought his fur pack to Edmon¬ 
ton last week and disposed of it for 
approximately $20,000. jflr. Lawrence 
has grown wheat since residing in the 
north and mills all the wheat grown in 
that vicinity, for the fanners’ own 
flour supply. 

Advices received here from Japan 
are to the effect that shipment of Al¬ 
berta cattle recently made to that 
country, has arriyed in good condition. 
This shipment of cattle, which has 
been purchased by a Japanese firm, is 
the first ever made t-o- the Orient and 
the Provincial Department of Agricul¬ 
ture has sent a representative with the 
shipment in an endeavor to foster 
trade with Japan. 

What will probably be the last big 
round-up of horses in the West will 
take place shortly in the range coun¬ 
try southeast of Calgary. The round¬ 
up will be for the purpose of cleaning 
the range- of stray horses, the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture supervising 
arrangements. The horses will be 
rounded into one central corral, where 
owners may claim their animals. It is 
expected that about 10,000 horses will 
be rounded up. 

More than 1,000 soldier settlers have 
either paid off their indebtedness on 
their farms or have made prepayments 
on their loans of more than $1,000, ac¬ 
cording to Major J. Barnett, chairman 
of the soldier settlement board. The 
abandonment figures are approxi¬ 
mately the same as in the 15 corn and 
wheat states of the United States. The 
board has sold 1,600 farms for salvage 
leaving $600,000 more than the gov¬ 
ernment had paid for the farms. 

In the statement of operating re¬ 
sults for the month of March, 1924, 
the Canadian National Railways show 
another substantial increase in net 
eamifigs. Gross earnings increased 
$1,356, or 7.03 per cent as compared 
with March, 1923. After deducting 
operating expenses, which amounted to 
$18,376,553, a net operating revenue is 
shown for the month of $2,293,066, as 
compared with a deficit of $302,903 for 
the corresponding month of 1923. The 
net earnings for the system for the 
first three months of 1924 aiatount to 
$2,555,442, as compared with a deficit 
of $3,572,955 for the same period last 
year, representing an improvement of 
$6,128,397. 


Over 50% of Canada’s population is 
rural. The 60.4% figure is taken from 
the 1921 Dominion government cen¬ 
sus. The remaining 49.6 comprises the 
population of cities, towns and villag¬ 
es. “Yet in some province^ villages 
comprise less than 40 people, and in 
such cases,” says Canada’s Farm Fa¬ 
mily, published by the Agricultural 
Press Association of Canada, “include 
population which is really farmer. 
Making allowance for this,” continues 
our contemporary, “the real figure for 
the farm population of Canada is 
nearer 60% than 50% of the total.” 
As 61.7% of Western Canada’s popula¬ 
tion is rural and itbelf is a great and 
important market, the influence of 
western conditions on Canadian busi¬ 
ness is such that every manufacturer 
and business man is deeply interested 
in the prosperity of the west. In the 
article referred to are given the opini¬ 
ons of some of the leading business 
men of the west regarding present 
conditions and prospefcts for the bal¬ 
ance of the year. The tone of opti¬ 
mism and confidence to be found in all 
these views is undoubtedly well justi¬ 
fied. Western Canada has just mar¬ 
keted the biggest crop in its history. 
The western farmer has been devot¬ 
ing himself, more and more, to diver¬ 
sified and mixed farming methods, 
with the result that the dairy products 
in, the past year brought a big in¬ 
crease in revenue over 1922, which 
itself had topped all previous years. 
These reports from all parts of the 
west indicate that the farmer has been 
cleaning up his liabilities, paying off 
his mortgages and putting himself on 
a more solid economic basis. “The re¬ 
sult of the crop has put the west in 
better shape. In the west they are 
co n gr atu lating themselves that They' 
are more fortunate than their neigh¬ 
bors to the south .where hundreds of 
bunks have gone into liquidation. The 
-{-result is that many of the Canadian 
.farmers who went south are returning 
to A'berta, Manitoba and Saskatche¬ 
wan, where the dairying industry dur¬ 
ing the last year has put into the poc¬ 
kets of dairymen something over 
$13,000,000.” 


OPTIMISTIC OUTLOOK FOR WEST 


Expectations are for a very heavy 
tourist traffic to the province this 
season. The railways are preparing 
for a large influx of tourists to the 
mountain parks, which will open 
shortly, and the various auto clubs in 
the province have indications of heavy 
motor tourist travel. 

Practically all of Canada’s produc¬ 
tion of newsprint for export during 
March was absorbed by the United 
States. Figures for April are not yet 
available, but it is expected that they 
will show an even greater proportion 
of the newsprint output of th e Do mi- 
nion going to the States. Of March 
shipments amounting to 127,583 tons, 
valued at $9,756,530, the United'States 
received 125,848 tons, valued at $9,- 
617,823. The only other Canadian ex¬ 
ports of newsprint of importance were 
599 tons to South Africa and 1,037 
tons to New Zealand. 

Montreal’s grain exports on May 20 
exceed those of last y*ar at this time 
by over.four million bushels, accord¬ 
ing to a statement made by the Har¬ 
bor Commission. The total amount of 
grain handled locally from the opening 
of navigation to date, inclusive, was 
12,536 bushels, as against 8.580,526 
bushels during the corresponding peri¬ 
od of last yyar. Grain exports from 
Montreal last-year totalled 120,107,990 
bushels, as compared with 155,035,817 
bushels in 1922 and 138,453,980 bush¬ 
els in 1921. In each of these years 
Montreal exported more grain than 
any other port on the North American 
continent.
